ADJUSTMENT OF COMPASSES: ON 
ARON | VESSELS. 
_ Referring to the variations of compasses on 
iron ships, and the remarks made by Captain 
Goodall on the subject, describing the adjustment 
of the compass by simple. bar magnets, the 
method employed on the United States cruiser 
San Franctsco, Captain A. Y. Easterby, in 
recent conversation with a press representative, 
describes his experience with the same system.

That ifthere was no betting there would be no 
racing is unfortunately ‘true to ‘a very great 
extent, for man is'a gambling animal, and'there 
is certainly some charm about horse-racing that 
seems to compel a latge majority of race-poers 
to back their own or someone else's opinion.

as an institution when any particular calamity is 
brought about thraugh its agency. It is, in fact, 


not the betting itself but the swindles, which are ‘ 


caused by the anxiety to win money, that arethe 
curge of the Turf, whith degrade it inthe eyes of 
a large-section of the community and, if not 
‘checked and suppressed by the proper autherities, 
must sooner or latér bring about its downfall. It 
says, indeed, a great deal for the vitality of the 
Turf that it has been able to withstand the many

tions that are conducted under its auspices;"but 
for. how ‘long will this continue? .
